DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Turaga (7042946) discloses an apparatus that relates to wavelet based 
coding (Turaga: column 1 , lines 24-27). This apparatus comprises "a MCTF for 
computing motion vectors of a GOP and filtering the GOP with respect to the 
temporal axis" (Turaga: column 2, lines 48-50; figure 2), "performing spatial 
wavelet transform on the filtered frame and outputting a wavelet coefficient" 
(Turaga: figures 3-4), and "entropy coding the motion vector" (Turaga: figure 2). 
However, this apparatus lacks the decomposition level as claimed. This 
apparatus further lacks the specifics of the filtering as claimed. A further search 
was conducted which failed to yield any prior art. Therefore, the prior art fails to 
teach or render obvious these limitations taken within the others in the claim.
